entertained  audiences  in  the  GPAC  from  April  15-18.  2015;  this  was  the  first  musical 
•produced  solely  by  the  UNCP  Department  of  Music,  with  Nathan  Thomas  as  director. 
The  first  act  interweaves  plots  and  characters  from  familiar  fairy  tales— including  Cinderella. 
Rapunzel.  Jacfe  and  the  Beanstalk,  and  Little  Red  Riding  Hood— with  the  story  of  a baker  and 
Ms  wife  who  must  find  certain  objects  and  bring  them  to  a witch  so  she  will  remove  the  curse 
that  prevents  them  from  having  a child.  After  many  twists  and  turns,  the  various  stories  are  re- 
solved with  traditional  “happy  endings' —Cinderella  marries  her  Prince,  Rapunzel  is  freed  from 
her  tower,  and  the  baker  and  his  wife  have  their  child.  In  the  second  act,  however,  the  audience 
finds  out  what  happens  later,  when  the  Prince  tires  of  Cinderella,  the  Giant  seeks  revenge  for 
what  Jack  has  stolen,  and  other  not  so  happy  outcomes.

and  Florinda,  Jessica  Perry  as  Sleeping  Beauty,  Morgan  Pettigrew  as  the  Baker’s  Wife,  Hunter 
Rigsby  as  Rapunzel,  Nygel  Deville  Robinson  as  the  Wolf  and  Prince  Charming,  Taylor  Royer  as 
Cinderella,  and  Stephen  Shane  as  Cinderella’s  father.  Alumnus  Dalton  Hoffer  appeared  as  the 
Baker,  and  Music  faculty  member  Tracy  Thomas  voiced  the  Giant  as  well  as  serving  as  Associate 
Music  Director  for  the  production.  Students  in  the  orchestra  included  Kelsey  Wilkins  on  cello, 
Jacobi  Davis  on  clarinet,  Meggan  Hollis  on  flute,  and  Hunter  Baxley  and  Darius  Dawson  on 
percussion.  They  were  joined  by  Music  faculty  Timothy  Altman  on  trumpet  and  Tracy  Thomas 
and  Nathan  Thomas  on  piano. 

Students  also  participated  behind  the  scenes,  with  Mary  Grace  Curiale  serving  as  Stage

p.m.  on  Friday,  May  8,  in  the  Givens  Performing  Arts  Center.  The  undergraduate  com- 
J t mencement  was  held  at  9 a.m.  on  Saturday.  May  9.  on  the  Quad.  One  hundred  and 
Sl^graduates  were  hooded  during  the  graduate  ceremony,  and  578  students  received  diplomas 
during  the  undergraduate  ceremony.  They  were  not  the  only  ones  who  would  be  leaving  UNCP 
after  this  event;  this  was  the  last  commencement  presided  over  by  Chancellor  Kyle  Carter,  who 
retired  in  June. 

North  Carolina  Poet  Laureate  Shelby  Stephenson  was  the  speaker  for  the_  graduate  cer- 
emony. Installed  as  Poet  Laureate  in  January  2015,  Stephenson  has  published  a dozen  boohs  of 
poetry  and  recorded  several  collections  of  music.  Stephenson  retired  from  UNCP  in  2010  after 
32  years  of  teaching  in  the  English,  Theatre,  and  Foreign  Languages  Department.  For  30  years, 
he  edited  Pembroke  Magazine,  UNCP’s  literary  journal. 

Best-selling  author  Wes  Moore  was  the  commencement  speaker  for  the  undergraduate 
ceremony  on  May  9.  The  Other  Wes  Moore:  One  Name,  Two  Fates  was  a New  York  Times  best- 
seller and  was  adopted  by  UNCP  as  its  common 
read  for  2014-15.  The  author  has  become  a much 
sought  after  speaker.  His  occupations  are  listed  as 
social  entrepreneur,  author,  soldier,  public  speaker, 
and  youth  advocate.

"Changing  AVeA 


Robin  Gary  Cummings  and  his  wife,  Rebecca,  arrived  at  UNCP  in  July, 
?0 1 6,  when  he  became  the  university's  new  Chancellor.  Dr.  Cummings  grew 
up  the  second  youngest  of  nine  children  about  three  miles  down  the  road 
from  the  UNCP  campus  in  a small  community  known  as  Union  Chapel.  He 
looking  out  the  window  of  the  school  bus  as  a young  child  at  the  large  campus, 
exposed  to  new  cultures  by  student  teachers  from  the  UNCP  School  of  Education 
coming  to  teach  in  his  classroom,  and  coming  into  the  Livermore  Library  on  campus 
during  his  high  school  years  to  study.  He  was  at  Duke  for  thirteen  years  before  returning 
to  Pembroke.  The  university,  he  felt,  is  what  gave  him  the  foundation  and  courage  to 
pursue  moving  away  to  obtain  his  education. 

Dr.  Cummings  stated  that  the  ownership  felt  by  students,  staff,  faculty,  and  com- 
munity members  for  the  university,  along  with  the  personal  interactions  between  stu- 
dents and  instructors,  are  what  stand  out  to  him  about  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Pembroke.  In  ten  years,  he  hoped  to  see  the  student  body  increase  to  greater  numbers 
and  see  new  programs  added.  He  also  hoped  to  see  a strong  athletics  department  with 
a culture  of  winning.  Currently,  there  are  seventeen  sports  and  five  hundred  athletes  at 
the  UNCP.  Dick  Christy,  the  head  of  the  athletics  on  campus,  has  Dr.  Cummings’s  faith 
that  he  can  help  improve  athletics  through  his  wonderful,  visionary  leadership. 

Alumni  relations  is  another  area  Dr.  Cummings  would  like  to  improve.  He  hoped 
to  encourage  students  to  keep  ties  with  the  university  even  after  graduation,  as  this 
would  allow  them  to  continue  to  be  a part  of  the  place  that  was  so  influential  in  their 
lives  during  the  years  they  attended  to  gain  their  education.  This  could  take  the  form  of 
visiting  for  events,  volunteering,  giving  donations,  or  voting  in  favor  of  things  that  would 
benefit  the  university.  He  stated  that  "if  students  aren’t  registered  to  vote,  they  should 
be  ashamed." 

Another  way  he  encourages  the  university  to  move  forward  is  to  grow  engineer- 
ing and  cyber  security  programs  while  reaching  out  to  form  even  more  agreements  with 
other  universities  to  provide  opportunities  for  guaranteed  transfer. 

Dr.  Cummings's  goal  is  to  leave  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Pembroke 
with  a strong  foundation  to  build  on  as  it  provides  the  education  of  the  future.  How- 
ever, Dr.  Cummings  believes  that  we  should  cherish  and  fight  to  preserve  the  four-year, 
on-campus  college  experience,  as  it  gives  students  a chance  to  find  their  own  identity 
while  embracing  the  future  by  also  offer- 
ing online  options.  Dr.  Cummings  pointed 
out  what  a major  positive  influence  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Pembroke 
has  been  to  the  surrounding  communities. 

A friend  of  his  from  New  Jersey  made  this 
even  clearer  to  him  by  explaining  that  in 
his  area,  the  focal  point  of  the  community 
is  a casino,  not  a place  of  education.  Dr. 

Cummings  is  proud  to  add  his  contribu- 
tions to  our  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
years  of  changing  lives  through  education.

Tfie  Department  of  American  Indian  Studies,  housed  in  historic  Old 
Main,  planned  to  take  students  to  an  exchange  program  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Saskatchewan  to  learn  about  the  history  of  indigenous  people, 
focusing  on  how  indigenous  people  keep  their  traditions  and  cultures  alive.  AIS 
students  also  participated  in  service  learning  projects,  such  as  reading  Native 
American  literature  to  the  students  at  Oxendine  Elementary  School. 

Dr.  Emilia  Bak  and  Professor  Marybeth  Sandell  were  two  new  faculty 
members  this  year  in  the  Department  of  Mass  Communication,  also  in  Old  Main. 
Student  could  join  clubs  such  as  PRSSA  (Public  Relations  Student  Society  of 
America)  and  the  National  Broadcasting  Society  (NBS);  they  could  also  work  on 
UNCP’s  student-run  television  station,  WNCP-TV. 

Another  department  in  Old  Main,  Geology  and  Geography,  was  known 
for  its  fun  and  educational  field  trips  to  Yellowstone  National  Park,  also  stop- 
ping in  many  other  states  to  look  at  other  geographic  sites.

Kenley  Patanella,  a Writing  Center 
tutor,  noted  that  students  could  come  “with  absolutely  nothing  or  a full  blown 
paper.  Either  way,  the  Writing  Center  is  here  to  help.”  Students  could  either  make 
an  appointment  ahead  of  time  or  just  show  up  at  the  Writing  Center.  Dr.  Michael 
Berntsen  served  as  Interim  Director  in  2015-16. 

Several  other  offices  that  assisted  students  were  also  housed  in  the  Lowry 
Building.  The  Accessibility  Resource  Center  (ARC)  provided  a wide  range  of  ser- 
vices and  accommodations  for  students  covered  under  Section  504  of  the  Reha- 
bilitation Act  and  the  ADA  Amendments  Act  (ADAAA).  The  Academic  Support 
Center  provided  a support  system  through  numerous  programs  and  activities  such 
as  tutoring,  mentoring,  Striving  Towards  Academic  Recovery,  and  the  Emerging 
Scholars  Program.  The  College  Opportunity  Program  was  a learning  commu- 
nity to  assist  freshmen  in  their  transition  from  high  school  to  college;  COP 
students  shared  the  same  courses  and  participated  in  learning  experiences  to 
promote  character  development  and  team  building  skills.  The  Advising  Cen- 
ter supported  students  who  were  deciding  on  a major  or  in  transition  between 
majors;  New  Student  Orientation  and  First  Year  Initiatives  for  first  year  and 
transfer  students,  NC-HCAP,  Freshman  Seminar,  and  Transfer  Seminar  were 
coordinated  through  this  office. 

The  Honors  College  welcomed  Dr.  Teagan  Decker  as  assistant  dean  this 
fall;  Dr.  Decker  had  previously  been  Director  of  the  Writing  Center.  An  orientation 
styled  after  The  Amazing 
Race  introduced  new  mem- 
bers to  campus.  Honors 
College  students  attended  a 
cookout  in  the  fall  with  the 
Chancellor,  and  some  also 
travelled  to  the  SRHC  Con- 
ference in  Orlando.  Asked 
about  his  Honors  College 
experience,  Christian  Ryck- 
eley  said,  “I  appreciate  the 
diversity  it  exposed  me  to, 
and  the  openness.”

Many  undergraduate  students  do  research  through  the  REU  Program,  RISE, 
NC  Space  Grant,  and  PURC.  They  also  do  CSHP  at  the  hospital  in  Lumberton.  Dr. 
Bill  Brandon,  Dr.  Paul  Flowers,  Dr.  Len  Holmes,  Dr.  Tom  Dooling,  and  Dr.  Cornelia 
Tirla  have  worked  with  many  undergraduate  students  with  their  research  programs. 
Students  have  also  had  the  opportunity  to  do  internships  at  graduate  schools  like  Har- 
vard and  in  the  MED  program  at  UNC  Chapel  Hill,  which  leads  the  students  to  go  to 
medical  school.  Dr.  Paul  Flowers  received  an  NIH  grant  this  year,  and  Dr.  Len  Holmes 
had  numerous  articles  published  in  the  area  of  biotechnology. 

The  Department  of  Political  Science  had  the  pleasure  of  adding  two  new  facul- 
ty members,  Dr.  Gary  Anderson  and  Tracy  Cooper,  this  academic  year.  The  department 
was  always  planning  study  abroad  trips  that  students  could  take  part  in.  During  the 
Fall  of  2015  Dr.  Kirill  Bumin  and  Dr.  Kevin  Freeman  took  a group  of  students  to  Japan, 
and  in  the  Spring  of  2016  they  planned  to  take  a group  of  students  to  Berlin,  Germany. 
The  department  also  has  an  award-winning  Model  United  Nations  class.  Dr.  Robert 
Schneider  has  published  a book  on  emergency  management  and  climate  change. 

Students  in  the  Biology  Department  planned  on  going  to  the  Bermuda  Insti- 
tute of  Ocean  sciences  for  a marine  biology  course.  The  Biology  Club  planned  trips  to 
the  zoo  and  to  Raleigh  for  a science  conference,  and  there  were  quite  a few  places  that 
students  seemed  to  be  interested  in  when  it  comes  to  study  abroad. 

Students  in  the  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  Department  have  always 
been  active  in  their  community  by  working  at  different  businesses  for  internships. 
This  year  the  Mathematics 
and  Computer  Science  De- 
partment put  on  their  35th 
annual  Mathematics  Com- 
petition for  high  school 
students.

ie  Department  of  Accounting  and  Finance  had  the  pleasure  of  an  old  faculty 
member.  Dr.  Craig  Shoulders,  returning  to  the  department  in  the  fall  of  2015 
as  a professor.  The  year  2015  also  marked  a new  name  for  the  department, 
which  in  the  past  was  referred  to  as  Accounting  and  Information  Technology  Manage- 
ment. The  department  chair,  Dr.  Stephen  Bukowy,  said,  “We’re  the  best  department 
around.”  He  also  said  that  he  was  very  proud  of  the  academic  team,  as  they  were  one 
of  three  finalists  in  the  Association  of  Government  Accountants  National  Financial 
Case  Challenge. 

This  year  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Decision  Sciences  introduced 
some  new  programs  and  courses.  Non-business  students  are  now  able  to  minor  in 
Quantitative  Economics.  Some  new  undergraduate  courses  introduced  recently  were 
Industrial  Organization,  Mathematical  Economics,  and  Introduction  to  Econometrics. 
New  graduate  courses  introduced  recently  were  Industry  Structure  and  Competitive 
Strategy,  Global  Macroeconomics,  and  Information  of  Economics.  Every  spring  the 
department  organizes  field  trips  and  takes  students  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks.  In 
fall  of  2015,  the  department  established  a new  chapter  of  Omicron  Delta  Epsilon,  the 
International  Honor  Society  in  Economics,  and  inducted  four  students  who  excelled 
in  economics  courses. 

Management,  Marketing,  and  International  Business,  also  known  as  MMIB, 
had  five  new  faculty  members  this  academic  year,  including  Ms.  Christine  Bell,  an 
Executive  in  Residence  for  Internships,  and  Dr.  Melissa  Mann  and  Dr.  Si  Ahn  Mehng, 
who  joined  the  faculty  as  assistant  professors.  The  Department  also  welcomed  a visit- 
ing scholar,  Dr.  Gaye  from  Turkey.  The  student  organization  received  a grant  to  help 
women  in  Lumberton  to  get 
back  into  the  work  force; 
the  students  will  help  with 
resumes,  mock  interviews 
,and  clothing.

The  Theatre  program  prepared  students  for  careers  on  stage  and  backstage;  a 
numbers  of  plays  and  musicals  were  staged  each  year  in  the  Givens  Perform- 
ing Arts  Center  (GPAC)  to  provide  experience  to  the  students  who  partici- 
pated and  entertainment  for  their  audiences.  Auditions  were  mostly  open  to  anyone, 
not  just  Theatre  majors.  This  year’s  productions  included  Shakespeare’s  Hamlet  and 
Scapin,  a modern  take  on  a classic  by  the  French  playwright  Moliere.  The  GPAC 
also  housed  workshop  space  for  students  working  on  sets  and  costumes  for  upcom- 
ing productions,  as  well  as  a studio  theatre  used  to  present  student-directed  perfor- 
mances. A production  of  Lynn  Ahrens’s  Once  on  This  Island , directed  by  Carolanne 
Marano,  was  scheduled  for  the  studio  theatre  in  April  2016.  When  asked  about  her 
experiences  in  the  department,  Theatre  minor  Angel  Howley  quoted  these  lines  from 
Willem  Dafoe:  “Great  theatre  is  about  challenging  how  we  think  and  encouraging  us 
to  fantasize  about  a world  we  aspire  to.” 

In  the  Jones  Center,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Performance  (for- 
merly known  as  Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Recreation,  or  HPER)  aimed  to 
provide  a comprehensive  academic  program  in  health,  physical  education,  and  recre- 
ation for  students  who  planned  to  pursue  one  of  these  fields  as  a profession.  This  de- 
partment offered  students  a choice  of  many  different  majors,  including  licensure  pro- 
grams in  Physical  Education  for  prospective  teachers  and  in  Athletic  Training.  They 
also  offered  a wide  variety  of  PE  courses  for  students  to  take  as  part  of  their  General 
Education  requirements.  Students  taking  classes  like  racquetball,  water  aerobics, 
and  weight  training  were  provided  with  special  rooms  designed  for  the  sports,  a pool 
to  exercise  in,  and  a gym  to  lift  weights.  This  department  sponsored  a number  of 
events  raising  money  for 
charities,  like  the  volley- 
ball program’s  fundraiser 
during  Breast  Cancer 
Awareness  Month.  Serv- 
ing as  Interim  Chair  of 
the  department  in  2015- 
16  was  Dr.  Bryan  Win- 
ters, following  the  retire- 
ment of  longtime  chair 
Dr.  Tommy  Thompson  in 
the  summer  of  2015.

Tp\e  English  program,  housed  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Dial  Building,  welcomed 
three  new  faculty  members:  Hannah  Baggot,  Sara  Boissonneau,  and  Virginia 
Garnett.  Up  on  the  second  floor,  Foreign  Languages  added  Milagros  Lopez- 
Fred  to  their  faculty,  and  some  students  took  a study  trip  to  Spain  during  Spring 
Break.  The  Foreign  Languages  program  worked  to  unite  different  cultures  and, 
through  UNC-Exchange,  to  offer  students  the  change  to  learn  languages  like  French, 
Chinese,  Portuguese,  and  Russian.  There  was  a new  Spanish  Language  Student 
Organization  this  year  called  OLE,  which  strived  to  assist  with  the  academic  develop- 
ment of  not  only  UNCP  but  surrounding  communities. 

Also  on  the  second  floor  of  Dial,  the  History  Department  gained  two  new 
professors  this  year:  Dr.  Serina  Cinnamon,  the  new  SSE  coordinator,  and  Dr.  Court- 
ney Campbell.

th  the  growing  number  of  pre-licensure  BSN  students,  RN-BSN 
students  and  MSN  students,  several  new  faculty  members  have  re- 
cently joined  the  Department  of  Nursing,  housed  in  the  Health  Sci- 
ences. These  included  Dr.  William  J.  Puentes,  Dr.  Connie  Mullinix,  Dr.  Deborah 
Hummer,  Ms.  Emerald  Bilbrew,  and  Ms.  Cynthia  M.  Woodrup.  Both  undergradu- 
ate and  graduate  nursing  students  were  involved  in  community  engagement  and 
service  learning  activities.  Throughout  the  curriculum,  one  will  find  nursing 
students  doing  health  screenings  and  providing  health  educational  programs 
throughout  the  region.

¥he  baseball  Braves  were  on  a roll  during  their  2015  season.  The  team  strung  together  five  runs 
in  the  first  inning  behind  a quality  start  from  junior  Logan  Cook  to  win  their  season  opener 
for  the  eighth-straight  year  with  an  11-5  victory  over  Anderson  on  January  31  at  Sammy  Cox 
Field.  They  went  on  to  win  38  games  overall,  against  only  13  losses,  to  end  the  season  at  .745.  This 
was  the  eleventh  straight  season  in  which  the  Braves  had  won  at  least  30  games.  Strong  pitching 
was  complemented  by  powerful  hitting,  as  the  team  scored  520  runs,  including  72  home  runs,  and 
compiled  a team  batting  average  of  .353.  The  Braves  also  excelled  in  conference  play,  with  19  wins 
and  11  losses.  LInfortunately,  a solo  homer  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth  gave  15th-ranked  Armstrong 

State  a 7-6  victory  over  llth-ranked  UNCP  in  the  semifinal 
round  of  the  Peach  Belt  Conference  Tournament,  knock- 
ing the  Braves  out  of  the  PBC  championship  game. 

Postseason  awards  were  many.  Senior  shortstop 
Zade  Denton  was  one  of  just  34  student-athletes  nation- 
wide to  be  decorated  with  Capital  One  Academic  All-Amer- 
ica recognition.  Senior  Collins  Cuthrell  was  named  a first 
team  all-American  by  Rawlings  and  the  American  Base- 
ball Coaches  Association  (ABCA);  he  also  earned  a spot  on 
the  2015  Daktronics  All-America  Team.  Cuthrell  and  Den- 
ton both  added  their  names  to  a prestigious  list  of  former 
UNC  Pembroke  baseball  players  as  the  standout  infielders 
were  selected  to  the  National  Collegiate  Baseball  Writers 
Association  (NCBWA)  All-America  Team.  They  were  joined 
by  Ben  Schmucker  among  16  players  selected  to  the  Ameri- 
can Baseball  Coaches  Association/Rawlings  All-Southeast 
Region  Team.  Denton  and  sophomore  Drew  Beaver  both 
earned  a spot  on  the  Peach  Belt  Conference  Baseball  All- 
Academic  Team,  and  six  players  were  decorated  with  all-

Spring  2015  marked  the  final  seasons  for  our  women’s  tennis  and  men’s 
golf  programs,  as  UNCP  Athletics  prepared  for  the  introduction  of  new 
sports.  Women’s  tennis  was  first  introduced  in  1974,  removed  in  1992, 
and  reinstated  in  1996,  with  Robin  Langley  serving  as  Head  Coach  from  2000 
through  2015.  Men’s  golf  had  an  even  longer  history,  beginning  in  1967  under 
the  leadership  of  Lacey  Gane,  who  alternated  with  Ray  Pennington  as  Head 
Coach  for  several  decades  before  finally  retiring  in  1995;  David  Synan  served 
as  Head  Coach  from  2006  through  2015.  Among  many  post-season  honors  over 
the  years,  our  men’s  golf  team  won  the  Peach  Belt  Championship  in  2012  and 
went  on  to  finish  10th  at  the  NCAA  National  Championship  that  year. 

Women’s  tennis  finished  their  Spring  2015  season  with  six  wins  against 
15  losses.  The  Lady  Braves  fought  hard  against  tough  competition,  especially 
from  Peach  Belt  Conference  opponents,  and  were  honored  with  the  2015  PBC 
Team  Sportsmanship  Award.  Highlights  of  the  season  included  a 7-2  win 
against  conference  opponent  Georgia  Southwestern  in  February  and  two  9-0 
sweeps  against  Davis  & Elkins  and  Ashland  during  the  Spring  TennisFest  at 
Hilton  Head,  SC,  in  March.  Robin  Langley  received  PBC  Coach  of  the  Year 
honors,  and  senior  Monica  Espitia  was  named  to  the  Capital  One/CoSIDA  Aca- 
demic At-Large  All-District  team.  Espitia  was  joined  by  three  other  team  mem- 
bers, seniors  Shelby  Bickel  and  Leigh-Anne  McAfee  and  sophomore  Gabriela 
van  Ooststroom,  on  the  2015  PBC  Women’s  All-Academic  Team. 

The  men’s  golf  team  ended  their  last  season  with  a strong  second- 
place  finish  at  The  Trojan  before  finishing  eleventh  in  the  rain-shortened  PBC 
Championships,  both  in  April.  Sophomore  J.C.  McFayden  was  named  to  the 
2015  PBC  Men’s  Golf  All-Conference  team,  and  senior  Trent  Cloninger  and 
sophomore  Riley  Davis  were  named  to  the  2015  PBC  Men’s  Golf  All- Academic 
team.  Coming  off  some  strong  showings  in  the  fall  of  2014,  when  they  took  first 
place  in  the  Cutter  Creek  Invitational  and  came  from  behind  to  tie  for  second 
in  the  Matt  Dyas  Invitational,  the  men  began  their  final  spring  season  with  a 
fourth-place  finish  at  the  Spring  Kickoff  Intercollegiate  in  February.  March 
2015  events  featured  strong  individual  performances  by  Davis,  who  finished  in 
the  top  five  at  the  Cliffs  Intercollegiate,  and  McFayden,  who  earned  individual 
medalist  honors  at  the  Campbell  Oil/Sunoco  Classic. 

Women’s  golf  re- 
mained on  the  UNCP  Ath- 
letics roster  for  2015-16, 
following  a Spring  2015  sea- 
son in  which  they  achieved 
national  ranking  and  a 
fifth-place  finish  in  the  PBC 
Championships.  Laura 
Bird  was  named  to  the  2015 
PBC  Women’s  Golf  All-Con- 
ference team,  Dana  Watkins 
was  named  to  the  Capital 
One  Academic  All-District 
At-Large  team,  and  she  and 
Rebecca  Mirovich  earned 
All-American  Scholar  hon- 
ors from  the  Women’s  Golf 
Coaches  Association.

After  a promising  2-0  start,  the  Braves  finished  5-8-2  overall, 
HR  1-6-2  in  the  Peach  Belt  Conference.  In  the  season  opener,  new- 
comers Tom  Potter  and  Jordan  Walshaw  scored  in  the  fifth  and  17th 
minute,  respectively,  for  a 2-0  win  at  home  against  Mars  Hill.  The 
Braves  also  controlled  the  pace  of  their  next  contest,  from  the  open- 
ing goal  of  the  game  by  freshman  Johannus  Cuarezma  at  the  4:45 
mark  through  an  additional  two  scores  in  the  second  half,  to  achieve 
a 3-0  victory  over  Brevard  on  September  6 in  Rock  Hill,  SC.  But  their 
next  opponent,  nationally-ranked  Wingate,  registered  a pair  of  goals 
in  the  first  half  on  their  way  to  a 5-0  win  over  UNCP. 

Later  in  September,  Walshaw  collected  a deflection  off  the 
throw-in  in  the  early  minutes  of  overtime  to  slam  the  ball  into  the 
back  of  the  net  and  finish  it  off  with  the  golden  goal  at  2:32  in  the 
overtime  period  to  push  the  Braves  past  Montevallo,  2-1,  in  their  only 
Peach  Belt  Conference  victory  of  the  season,  and  Josh  Phelps  and 
Ryan  Thompson  each  logged  their  first  goals  of  the  season  to  help 
support  a tremendous  defensive  effort  that  gave  UNCP  a 2-0  victory 
over  visiting  Belmont  Abbey.  In  October,  freshman  Josh  Hanratty 
drilled  in  the  golden  goal  at  the  7:04  mark  in  overtime  to  give  the 
Braves  a 3-2  overtime  victory  over  the  Barton  Bulldogs. 

In  the  postseason,  junior  Branco  Theis  was  the  lone  Brave  on 
the  2015  NCCSIA  College  Division  All-State  Men’s  Soccer  Second- 
Team.  senior  Josh  Phelps,  sophomore  Kenneth  Perkinson,  and  fresh- 
man Jordan  Walshaw  all  represented  UNCP  on  the  2015  Peach  Belt 
Conference  Men’s  Soccer  All-Conference  Team.  Phelps,  Perkinson, 
Theis,  and  sophomore  Hayden  Poell  were  named  to  the  2015  PBC 
men’s  soccer  all-academic  team.  In  January  2016,  athletics  officials 
announced  that  Phil  Hindson  had  resigned  as  men  s soccer  head 
coach  to  accept  a similar  position  at  Winthrop,  an  NCAA  Division  I 
program,  and  that  associate  head  coach  Sean  Brennan  had  resigned 

to  become  head  coach  at  Mount  Olive.

Brandon  Watts  and  Alex  Bradley  came  up  with  game-changing 
steals  in  the  final  38  seconds  as  the  men  s basketball  team 
rallied  back  from  a 12-point  deficit  early  in  the  second  half 
to  stun  visiting  Flagler,  94-92,  on  February  17  in  the  Braves’  final 
home  game  of  the  2015-16  season.  They  went  on  to  drop  their  final 
two  games  on  the  road,  but  the  team  still  ended  the  regular  season 
with  an  overall  record  of  15  wins  and  13  losses,  finishing  9-10  in  the 
Peach  Belt  Conference. 

The  Braves  had  opened  their  season  in  November  with  high 
hopes,  a national  ranking,  and  the  nation’s  top  returning  point 
guard,  All-American  Quamain  Rose,  who  had  received  that  designa- 
tion from  Hero  Sports  in  the  preseason.  Unfortunately,  Rose  suffered 
a knee  injury  in  late  November  in  a home  victory  over  Fayetteville 
State  and  was  sidelined  for  the  rest  of  the  season,  including  all  of 
the  Braves’  PBC  games.  His  teammates  stepped  up  their  game  and 
provided  many  thrilling  moments  for  Braves  fans  on  their  way  to  an- 
other winning  season. 


Men's  Basketball 
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ith  an  overall  record  of  ten  wins  and  sixteen  loss- 
es, the  UNCP  women’s  basketball  team  fought 
hard  this  season.  They  were  in  full  swing,  win- 
ning four  out  of  six  games  held  in  November.  It  began  with 
two  exhibition  games,  Campbell  and  UNC  Wilmington. 
Winning  the  first  game  of  the  season  it  was  off  to  a good 
start.  Highlight  games  of  the  season  included  North  Geor- 
gia with  a score  of  77-56,  Armstrong  State  with  79-60,  and 
Montevallo  with  60-50. 

North  Georgia  vs.  UNC  Pembroke  started  with  a 
bang  when  the  first  quarter  ended  with  Georgia  having  16 
points  while  Pembroke  had  23.  Their  progress  continued 
into  the  second  quarter  when  Georgia  managed  9 points 
compared  to  our  14.  Keeping  up  the  great  work,  the  girls 
beat  them  in  the  third  quarter  yet  again  with  20  points 
to  their  13.  Fourth  quarter  was  make  or  break  time.  The 
whole  game  had  led  up  to  this  moment.  If  they  slacked  off 
too  much,  thinking  they  couldn’t  lose,  it  would  have  been 
over.  The  Lady  Braves  drove  it  home  with  a narrow  victory 
of  20-18,  making  out  a total  of  77-56. 

In  the  postseason,  senior  Crystal  Hicks  earned  a 
spot  on  the  PBC  women’s  basketball  All-Academic  team, 
and  junior  Jonissa  Monley  received  third -team  All-Peach 
Belt  honors.  Monely  had  earlier  been  named  as  UNCP 
Athlete  of  the  Week  for  her  double-double  average  in  Janu- 
ary that  helped  lead  the

Dr.  Zoe  Lockleer,  our  new  Provost,  has  deep  ties 
to  UNCP  and  the  Pembroke  community.  Locklear 
grew  up  in  Pembroke,  graduating  a year  early  from 
high  school  and  enrolling  at  UNCP,  which  is  spe- 
cial to  her  because  its  small  campus  gave  her  the 
opportunity  to  grow  and  learn  leadership  skills. 
As  she  attempted  to  choose  between  elementary 
education  and  psychology  as  her  major,  Dr.  Jessie 
Lamb  suggested  that  she  volunteer  at  a workshop 
involving  people  with  special  needs.  She  fell  in  love  and  declared  special 
education  as  her  major.  Graduating  as  a member  of  UNCP's  first  class  of 
Special  Education  majors,  she  had  two  things  to  be  very  proud  of:  she  was 
the  first  in  her  family  to  attend  college,  and  she  graduated  a year  early. 

Dr.  Lockleer  moved  the  afternoon  of  graduation  and  entered  her 
first  teaching  position  the  next  day.  After  teaching  for  a year,  she  resigned 
to  pursue  a goal  set  in  her  sophomore  year  at  UNCP,  earning  a doctoral 
degree  at  Chapel  Hill.  She  taught  children  with  terminal  illnesses  for  a 
few  years  near  Chapel  Hill  and  then  moved  back  to  UNCP  as  an  assistant 
professor  of  education,  heading  the  workshop  she  had  volunteered  at  as  a 
student  and  helping  to  start  and  run  the  B-K  education  program.  She 
progressed  from  Director  of  Student  Teaching  to  Chair  to  Dean  to 

\her  current  title  of  Provost.  “I  want  to  know  I did  everything 
I could  to  put  us  in  the  best  position  to  be  of  service,  to 


be  servants  to  this  part  of  NC,"  she  said.
